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WOMEN IN TURKEY, | 


‘Hitherto our Information regarding ‘the, con- 
dition of women in the various countrics com- 
. posing the Ottoman Empire has been vague 
. and .fragméntary, collectible oply front casual 
* allusions dispersed through a multitude of books 
oftravel, So ‘garctully Is the fculaine half of 
tHe ‘human race secluded from observation 
thropghout most of the Sultan's domintons that 
the majority ofemiale travellers in Turkey might 
acknowledge, with the Rev. Mr. Tozer, that ‘in 
all our jovmney the female sex may be said 
fotto have exist@deor usat alk” Theresearches, 
‘onthe other hand, of female travellers would 
encountef no obstruction, and since Lady Mary 
‘Wartley Montagu was allowed to yisit the Sul- 
tan’s sernglio it has been evjdent that we muit 
. look ta them for all the knowledge obtainable 
about the treatment of women in the wide and 
diversifed regions’ governed by the Porte. oe , 
Tt was not, however, until Miss Licy'M. J. 
Garnett devoted cight years to a study of the 
subject at first-hand that the materials were 
forthcoming fara minute, systematic and trust- 
worthy account of the social position, domestic 
life and folk-lore of the women of Turkey. The 
» putcome of her i-quirlet is now in the course of 
publication in London, afirst volime devoted 
‘to'the women of the Christian peoples subject 
to’ the Sultane havifig just been inued. The 
women who are bere vividly depicted belong, 
of course, to divers races,‘ Inclading Greeks, 
* Bulgarians? Armenians, Viachs or Wallachs, 
- and tho so-called Franks, who, for the most part, 
have detcended from Venetian and Genoese 
merchants, who setfledin the Levant during the 
Middle Ages, = é 
It appears that women of the pure Hellenic, 
\ type are more commonly encountered among the 
Greek subjects of the Sultan than in independent 
Greece, ‘within whose limits there his been for 
 ‘miany‘centurles a great admixture of races. « In 
\ certain parts of Turkey, especially.in the islands 
and in miny towns of Asia Minor, may still be 
seen the broad *low forehead, the stralght line 
of the profile, the dark, lustrous eyes, and crim, 
son lips(’he lower Sneslightly full), the firm chin 
and rotinded throat, The figure ls: usually 
above the middlg height, {f not “divinely tall;” 
” the carringe fs erect and graceful; the hands are 
small, and the feet often exhibit the peculiarity 
(noticeable in ancient statues) of the second toe 
being the ystue gals asthe first. The social 
position of Greek womenin Turkey lsdetermined 
, by the law of the orthodox Gre+k Church, which 
abolished the rights and privileges at one time 
enjoyed hy women inthe Roman Empire, and | 
introduced the subjection of the wife te the hus- 
band, It is trite that the marriage tis is no longer 
* indissoluble, but recourse is very seldom made 
to divorce, both social opinion and pecuntary 
considerationsweighing strongly against it. Ye', 
although marriages ate usaally made, from 
motives of family convenience, conjugal tnhap- 
‘pines isvery rare, The Greek women make 
dévoted wives, and the Greek men exemplary 
husbands, It is noteworthy that In a Greek 
household the greatest deference Is pald by ‘the 
daughter-in-law to her husband's mother, who 
always elts at tha head of the table, 
The ‘seclusion hitherto observed by Greek 
women In Turkey should apparently, attrl- 
buted to consideration for their safety, living as 
they do among people of alien race and creed. 
That this Is the case seems inferable from the 
fact that in Smyrna, where the Mosiem element 
is in a minority, this seclusion is « thing of the 
past. It should also be mentioned that. the 
Greek peasant. women, uniike the Viach 
and Bulgarian women, are not employed to any 
_ great extent ‘In field work, although they take 
an active part-in much of the. labor connected 
with the farm, and’thelr household and dairy 
.  ‘dutlesare onerous, In Roumelia and Macedon! 
. ‘indeed, the Greek girls and young marrle 
. women hire themselves out for the harvest, and 
assist in the reaping and ‘threshing, They per- 
form the threshing with the ald of a ‘rude 
instrument that seems to have como down from 
Pelasgian times, and the grain js winnowed by 
being thrown up‘in the alr with wooden shovels, 
the chaff being cnrried away by the breeze. 
| Laborlous ag are the Ilves ‘of these Greek 
peasant women, thelr holldays sre thoroughly 
enjoyed. “Then they lay aside thelr working 
dress of plain -homespun, and don a picturesque 
galn cos'ume. This conalsts of a skirt woven in 
stripes of silic and woollen, reachingto the ankle: 
. With atight-futing Kodice’ of the same stuff, an 
a cloth ficket Wraided or embroldered round the, 
borders. with gold.thresd and led with. fur,

bones, bread, flat face, small, sunken eyes, nose 
flat at the top and inclined to be globular at the 
end, eye-brows thick and prominent, and a dark 
complexion, . 
‘general characteristics the rest of the mixed 
Christian population of European Turkey, and 
seme ef the women are said to be extremely 
pretty. So'far as the town folk are ‘concerned, 
the habitations and modes of life differ In no 
.way from those of the. Greeks, and as the 
rdizion, the marriage law, and surrounding 
circumstances are the same, the social status of 


women in towns, is’ identical. There is very a, 


litle social intercourse, however, between the 
Bulgarians and thelr Greek neighbors, each na- 
tlonality keeping exclasively to, Its.own circle, a 
practice which naturally narrows the ideas of 
the women, = a ag int 

"Oo the other hand, the Bulgarian women of 
the peasant class, having’ no opportunity for 
‘copying 
people, adhere rigidly to their national customs. 
They ‘have, moreover, a more independent 
position anda freer life than the gexerallty of 
Greek peasant women. The Bulgaréan women 
take an equal share with the men of the family 
In field and farm work, and ao have come to be 
on a footing of equality with their husbands and 
brothers, They also marry much later In life 
than most Ovientals, and, — to the approval 
of their fathers, select their husbands, The 
youth who would transfer the services of a 
Bulgarian peasant woman. from her father, to 
himself hasto pay an equivalent in moncy. As 
he himself, however, remains associated with bis 
father om the paternal farm, the wife bas prac- 
tically to work for her father-in-law. 

. The clothing of the peasant women is warm 
and comfortable for winter wear, but would be 
intolerably hot and heavy in'summer. Oaly.the 
sturdy frame of a Bulgarian coultl easily spre 
the weight of hor full gala costume, with all the 
ponderous silver ornaments worn on head, neck, 
waist and wrists, This costume consists of a 
gown of unbleached linen or cotton, reaching. 
from ,the neck to the ankles, and. decorated 
around the borders, and especially on the wide 
slceves, with elaborate embroidery and drawn 
work ‘{n fine-colored.wools, Over this is worn 
another gown, similarly decorated, but with- 
ost sleeves and open at the sides; and, 
cover, all a sletveless coat of white felt, 
finely, braided in artistic patterns -and 
colors, A.sash, several yards locg and about 
two, inches: in width, is twisted around’ the 
waist, and the costume {s completed by an 
apron which {s sometimes covered with elabo- 
rate needlework, On the head is worn atiny 
cap covered with gold and silk braid, from which 
hangs over the shoulders and below the waist an 
ample tringe-of braided scarlet wool, or gold and 
black silk; and over the rest of the headdress is 
‘thrown a square of white cotton, embroidered 
round the borders with silk, and fastencd to the 
cap with innumerable .silver ornaments and 
strings of coin, The working dress is of the 
same pattern; but of plainer make and more 
sober color, and two or three such cortumes last 
a Bulgarian woman. from her wedding day to 
the ‘day of her death, ‘We may add that she 
usually goes barefoot when about her dally 
avocations, and’ puts on shots and embroidered 
tocks only on preat occasions, . \ ( 

Among the Christian women of Turkey the 
Armenians are, on several grounds, particularly 
interesting. Besides constituting the bulk of the 
population in the highland country of Armenia 
proper, the Armenians form large communities 
{a Constantinople and. Adrianople; at Broussa 
and Smyrna, and in some of the smaller towns 
of European Turkey. Among them are jo be 
found two entirely distinct types, respectively 
distinguished by the Turks as “pure” and 
“coarse.” The former type is characterized by 
trown hair, falr skin, and sometimes blue eyes ; 
the latter, by black halr and eyes: and dark com- ; 
plexion. The Armenian Indies of Constantinople 
and Smyrna enjoy a pret reputation for good 
looks. Naturally, the beautles belong to the so- 
called “ pure” type, One of their greatest charms 
consists in the languorous exp ession of their 
almond-shaped eyes. ‘Their figure and carrlage 
tlso, are good, and the. hands ‘and feet are 
f equently small and well shaped. All Armenian 
women, however, resort to the use of cosmetics, 
and, even when they adopt -Paris fashions, they 
fetain aw partiality for vivid dyes and for an 
excessive display of jewelry, However Euro-' 
peanized they may become, they are seldom 
neat in their attire at home, but, when they 
return from a walk or visit, hasten to exchange 
their French finery for a loose skirt and jacket, 
aud thelr high-heeled button boots for slippers 
which are generally down at heel. 

In repect of education the Armenian women 
in the large,cities above mentioned compare not: 
unfavorably with some Europeans, but in 
Armenia proper very little attention {s paid to 
the Instruction of the feinale sex. An amfable 
tralt: of their character ir kindness to 
domestic animals, which is pleasantly contrasted 
with the cruelty displayed towarddum? creatures 
by their Greek and Jewish ‘neighbours. To 
kill a cat, a bird, or even a rat, was formerly 
considered 10 grave a crime as. to: deserve 
ecclesiastical punishment, and in one {instance 2 
fast: of twenty years’ duration was Imposed on 
van Armenian woman for killing ber cat, : 

Armenian habitations dif:r widely, nae 
to locality and wealth. The abpdes of the ‘sic 
Armenians on the Bosphorus are palatial edifices, 
replete with Earopean luxuries and comforts, but 
ofthe peasantry in parts of the 
Armenian highlands are mere burrows in a hill- 
side, .Nowhere in the world is the gy ege 
of the daughter-in-law carried further.than in 
Armenia proper,, On ‘being. taken home to 
the house of her husband's father—three ‘or 
four generations Live under one roof—she is, 
made to don a veil of crimson wool 
which obscures her features. [|Thenceforward 
she may not address any of her husband's rela- 
dons, save those who. are her juniors, oreven 
apeak to her husband “in kis parents’ presence, 
until the patrlarch of the fatally. gives his per- 
mission by remeving ber ged veil, This he 
seldom docsuntil'she bears a.son, and, therefore, 
the seal of silence may not be removed for many 
‘years, Whether owing to this discipline or not, 
the-domestic virtues of the Armenian woman are 
aany. She is a‘faithful wife and an nffectionate 
mother, and her house is a model of cleanliness. 

We have left ourselves no space for more than 
a brief reference to the Viach women, who ‘are 
the living representatives of the old Thracian 
stock, which was famous among.the ancient 
.Greeks for comliness, /scarle as the seven- 
teenth. centrry. B.C., 2 Thracian besuty was 
celebrated under the name of Rodopls, or “ Rosy 
Cheeks," and to.this day Thracian, maidens 
frequently deserve the same appellation, They 
are, asa rule, exceedingly handsome, with regular 
deaturen dark hair and eyes, and small hands 
and feet. No Viach girl ever marrics out of her 
own community and ber attachment and fidelity 
to her husband are admirable. * te 
vy Of all-Christian women in. Tuikey, those 

longing to the ‘so-calfed. Frank ‘communities 
in the large seaboard ‘cities are the least. ex 
cruplary and the least {oterestlog, although in 
personal appearance they compare well enough 
with” thelr Greek meighbora,, But belng des- 
conded for'thé most. part fom“ Itallad:
